Some  students  are  certain  to  prove  again 
this  year  that  they  love  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity— by  staying  on  as  seniors  who  didn’t 
quite  have  everything  it  takes  to  graduate  on 
schedule. 

Of  course  staying  at  the  school  for  a master’s 
is  generally  considered  commendable.  But, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  several  seniors  will  find 
themselves  not  graduating  at  the  intended 
time,  for  the  Registrar’s  office  has  reported  to 
the  Daily  Universe  two  students  who  filed  their 
application  for  graduation  this  week. 

The  deadline  was  January  15  for  June  grad- 
uation and  March  15  for  graduation  in  August. 

Application  delay  is  the  biggest  reason  for 
postponement  of  graduation,  according  to  Miss 
Lucile  Spencer,  Registrar’s  office. 

Second  biggest  reason  is  not  filing  all  group 
requirements. 

SENIORS  MUST  APPLY 

When  application  for  graduation  is  made 
(accompanied  by  a $10  fee)  the  Registrar’s 
office  sends  to  the  student  making  application 
a transcript  of  his  grades  and  records.  Study 
of  the  this  transcript  will  reveal  deficient  areas. 

If  there  are  any  questions  the  student  should 
meet  with  his  or  her  adviser. 

At  the  present  time  students  planning  on 
graduating  this  June  can  see  if  they  are  on  the 
graduating  list — which  has'been  posted  in  ev- 
ery major  building  on  the  campus.  A senior 
who  finds  he  or  she  is  not  on  the  list  should 


contact  the  Registrar’s  office  in  280  Maeser 
Bldg,  at  once. 

The  deadline  for  June  graduation  cap  and 
gown  has  already  passed.  . . but  students  with 
inquiries  on  the  matter  should  contact  the 
bookstore. 

Those  who  plan  on  graduating  in  August 
should  be  thinking  of  the  classes  they  want  to 
take  during  the  two  sessions  of  summer  school. 

Early  registration  has  been  announced  for 
May  18-22. 

BEST  REGISTER  EARLY 

Students  who  will  not  be  on  campus  during 
that  time,  or  for  any  reason  want  to  wait,  can 
register  June  15,  but  they  will  have  to  register 
at  the  time  in  alphabetical  order. 

It  can  be  readily  seen  that  students  who 
have  certain  classes  they  must  take  summer 
quarter  in  order  to  graduate  in  August,  should 
register  on  the  earlier  date. 

There  will  be  a maximum  of  nine  hours  al 
lowed  per  session  (18  hours  for  both  summer 
sessions) . 

Most  classes  will  last  one  session  only,  but 
several  classes  will  require  the  two  sessions  for 
credit.  . . anything  short  of  the  two  sessions,  in 
this  case,  would  result  in  a rather  disastrous 
last  minute  incomplete.

Steel  Negotiators  Halt  Talks 
To  Study  ‘38  Hour’  Proposal 


NEW  YORK,— (UPD—  Union 
and  company  negotiations  seek- 
ing a new  labor  contract  in  the 
steel  industry  Tuesday  recessed 
their  meetings  until  Thursday 
without  making  any  apparent 
progress. 

The  eight  negotiators,  four  for 
the  industry  and  four  for  the 
union,  refused  to  comment  on 
their  meetings.  Inasmuch  as  they 
had  made  a firm  promise  to  keep 
the  public  fully  informed  of  any 
progress  their  silence  indicated 
that  they  made  no  progress. 

The  recess  was  called  so  the 
industry  could  study  a proposal 
presented  by  the  union  Tuesday 
calling  for  reduction  of  the  pre- 
sent 40  hour  week  to  an  average 
of  38  hours  in  order  to  reduce 
unemployment. 

But  the  industry  seemed  to 
want  time  only  to  prepare  argU' 
ments  against  the  proposal,  for 
a top  industry  spokesman  told 
UPI  that  “the  steel  industry  has 


one  proposal  and  only  one  pro- 
posal to  make  to  the  union:  a 
one  year  contract  extension.’’ 
“We  are  trying  to  get  through 
to  the  union  that  we  are  not  jok- 
ing,” this  official  said.  “The  in- 
dustry is  firm  in  the  belief  that 
employment  costs  must  be  held 
in  line  this  year  at  all  costs.” 


The  union  has  spent  the  past 
two  days  of  collective  bargaining 
presenting  its  position  on  some 
of  the  basic  issues  involved,  par- 
ticularly its  demand  for  some 
spread-the-work  program. 

The  negotiators  met  for  three 
hours  Tuesday,  and  all  they 
would  say  to  newsmen  after  was 
that  “we  negotiated  carefully.” 

R.  Conrad  Cooper,  chief  ne- 
gotiator for  the  industry,  said 
the  recess  until  Thursday  morn 
ing  was  agreed  upon  to  “give  us” 
(the  industry)  some  time  to 
make  preparation  on  matters  we 
want  to  discuss  at  that  time.” 


GENEVA, — <UPI) — Russia  re- 
jected a U.S.  appeal  for  “serious 
negotiations”  Tuesday  and  stal- 
led the  foreign  ministers  con 
ference  for  the  second  day  with 
demands  that  Poland  and  Czech- 
oslovakia be  seated  as  equals 
with  the  big  four. 

Soviet  foreign  minister  Andrei 
Gromyko  served  notice  that  he 
would  try  again  to  win  “full  and 
equal”  representation  for  the 
satellites.  It  appeared  the  session 
tomorrow  would  be  taken  up 
with  procedural  wrangling 
among  the  Big  Four.  Secretary 
of  State  Christian  A.  Herter  fail- 
ed to  budge  the  Soviet  Diplomat. 

That  session  of  the  foreign 
ministers  got  nowhere  Tuesday. 
Russia  said  it  hoped  the  United 
States,  Britain  and  France  would 
“assume  a more  sober  attitude” 
on  the  satellite  issue  later. 

But  the  West  insisted  that  Red 
satellites  could  appear  only  if 
invited  to  make  presentations 
and  then  only  if  other  western 
nations  — notably  Italy  — were 
permitted  to  attend  on  the  same 
terms. 

Gromyko  brooked  no  compro- 
mise during  a two-hour  private 
session  with  Herter  — although 
he  had  backed  down  Tuesday  on 
his  demand  that  East  Germany 
be  given  full  partnership  in  the 
meeting. 

Herter  and  his  British  and 
Fr-ench  cohorts  insisted  that  the 
conference  get  down  to  the  is- 
sues of  Berlin,  German  reunifi- 
cation and  European  Security, 
for  which  it  was  convened  by 
the  foru  major  powers. 

But  Soviet  deputy  foreign 
minister  Valerian  Zorin  told 
newsmen,  “We  consider  that  the 
success  of  the  whole  conference 
will,  to  large  extent,  depend  on 
the  decision  of  this  problem”  of 
seating  the  satellites. 

Gromyko  said  the  issue  was 
still  “open,”  and  that  Poland  and 
Czechoslovakia  should  be  seated 
since  “they  suffered  most  of  all” 
from  Nazi  conquest. 

Herter  argued  that  if  any  sat- 
ellites were  heard  at  the  confer- 
ence, other  western  nations 
which  took  part  in  the  war  also 
should  have  a say.  This  included 
Italy  under  “certain  criteria,”  he 
said.  Russia  classifies  Italy  as  an 
enemy  nation  in  the  war. 


Dear  Editor:

Does  the  union  realize  that 
this  production  is  costing  BYU 
$75,000  as  it  is;  and  as  for  any 
profit,  BYU  expects  to  lose  $30,- 
000  on  this?  And  if  students  are 
paid,  this  will  definitely  put 
BYU  at  a much  greater  loss  fin- 
ancially! 

Last  Thursday  and  Friday 
only  part  of  the  orchestra  mem- 
bers were  present  for  class  be- 
cause the  union  wouldn’t  let  the 
union  members  attend.  Who  runs 
BYU,  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  or  the 
union?
